DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 182-196 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

As set forth in In re Wands, 858 F .2d 73 1 8 USPQ2d 1400 (Fed Cir. 1988), enablement 
requires that the specification teach those skilled in the art to make and use the invention without 
undue experimentation. Factors to be considered in determining, whether a disclosure would 
require undue experimentation include 1) the nature of the invention, 2) the state of the prior art, 
3) the predictability or lack thereof in the art, 4) the amount of direction or guidance present, 5) 
the presence or absence of working examples, 6) the quantity of experimentation necessary, 7) 
the relative skill of those in the art, and 8) the breadth of the claims. 

Timing for detection 

Applicant states the "PAG is present in early pregnancy and absent at about two months 
post-partum, whereby the presence of the PAG indicates that the animal is pregnant." (See page 
5, first paragraph) (emphasis added) Since the PAG (pregnancy associated glycoprotein) is an 
early pregnancy marker as asserted by applicant, particularly the appearance is a transient 
phenomenon, i.e. "absence about two months post-partum", it would be not possible to detect 
any PAGs after such time period as indicated by applicant. In view of the aforementioned lack 
of operation in the art, undue experimentation would be required to practice the claimed methods 
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with a reasonable expectation of success, absent a specific and detailed description with respect 
to the timing of the detection of P AGs from the bovine samples. 

Working examples 

Applicant recited a variety of P AGs antigens as the tools for detection of bovine 
pregnancy. (See claim 182) Furthermore, applicant recited that the biological samples, i.e. 
saliva, serum, blood, milk or urine. (See claim 183) However, no guidance or working example 
indicating that the instant recited method can detect/or differentiate non-pregnant and pregnant 
bovine animals. For instance, Example 1 shows cloning the PAGs from early pregnancy bovine 
placenta tissue (page 59), Example 2 is for structural relationship among PAGs (page 61), 
Example 3 is for comparison of the expression in different trophoblasts binucleate cells and 
uterine epeithelium (page 62), Example 4 is for the mRNA expression of different PAGs from 
placenta tissue (page 66), Example 5 is for genetic multiplicity of the PAGs (page 67), Example 
6 is for cross-species expression, i.e. cat, of the PAGs (page 68). Taken together, there is lack of 
working example or data for any saliva, serum, milk or urine PAG analysis. Inevitably, it would 
impose undue experimentation to one ordinary skilled in the art to use and practice the instant 
invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 182-196 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

With respect to claim 182, the recited PAG antigens needs to recited in a way including 
SEQ ED No. in compliance with sequence rule. 
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With respect to claim 193, line 2, "a first antibody" is vague and indefinite. It is not clear 
what this first antibody for, or any particular function involved.
